MOOT COURT IS 
REAL SUCCESS 



Interesting Case is Well Argued 
by Future Lawyers. 



JUSTICE GREENSHIELDS 



No Decision Was Rendered, 
Judgment Being Reserved 
Until Next Tuesday.

The first .Moot Court for the present 
session of tho Faculty of Law received 
a good start last evening when a well- 
contested case was argued by four of 
the law students. Room U, Stralhcona 
Hall, was the scene of the argumenta- 
tion upon which Hon. Justice Green- 
shields, of the Sul)rcme Court, pre- 
sided. 

Many of the members of the Fac- 
ulty, including Dean Lee, Dr. Marlei', 
Prof. Surveyor and Prof. Howard, at- 
tended, as well as most of the law stu- 
dents and. a few outsiders. 

J. N. Beauchamp, president of tho 
Law Undergraduate Society, opened 
tho evening with a few words in re- 
gard to the revival of the Moot Court, 
giving Dean Lee the credit for this re- 
vival. 

H. Budyk, Law '10. senior counsel 
for the plaintiff, opened the case with 
a resume of the facts and an argu- 
ment along the lines that a tacit con- 
sent had been given to tho contract, 
substantiating his arguments with 
many quotations from reliable auth- 
ors, but was frequently questioned by 
the Judge as to his interpretation and 
stand on tliesc citations. 

P. Charbonneau, Law 'Ifi. senior 
counsel for the defendant, did not for 
a moment admit that them had been 
consent, either express or taeit, argu- 
ing that more than mere receipt of 
the document was needed for a valid 
acceptance. 

T. J. Kelly, Law '17, Junior counsel 
for tho plaintiff, was brief In his re- 
marks, but went straight to tho heart 
of the question and argued that tho 
mere fact of a signed document being 
delivered presumed a previous know- 
ledge of the document, and thercforo 
its mere physical acceptation constf- 
tuted a valid consent, and thoreforo a 
binding contract was formed. 

Frank Coninion, Law '17, junior 
counsel for the defence, denied the al- 
legation of the junior counsel of tno 
other side in rcsperl to the prrsuniii- 
tlon of iircvious knowledge of llie con- 
tract, and went on lo uphold the argu- 
ments advanced by his confrere. 

H. Budyk replied at length, dealing 
with the arguments of the defendant's 
counsel, especially upon the subject of 
consent. 

His Honor refused to render a de- 
cision until next Tuesday. Ho summed 
up tho case and presented the nucleus 
of the question in one sentence. Al- 
though ho did not givo an official opin- 
ion, from the remarks which bo did 
make it would be concluded that ho 
favors the defendant's views and 
would dismiss the action taken by a. 

Dean I^ee gave a short address, and 
thanked the Hon. Juslicc for his kind- 
ness in being present. 

Dr. Marier would not say anything, 
because he said his opinions were dir- 
ectly opposite to Hume of the Justice, 
and that he would iliereforc allow him 
to render his decision first. 

E. F. J. Coughlin, Law '1(1, moved a 
vote of thanks to the Hon. Justice and 
members of the faculty who attended, 
which was seconded by F. W. Hackcti, 
president of Law '17. 

Refreshments were served, and tho 
meeting broke up about 11 p.m.

The C. 0. T. C. 

To Uie Editor of The Daily: 

Dear Sir, — AiiliougU not a member c f 
the C. 0. T. C., 1 liave been very iiiiich 
iiitcrestcii lu the discussions which 
have talicn iilace In The Daily col- 
umns during the past week or so rela- 
tive to the atiitudo which The Daily, 
as the university organ, should take 
towards this freely-critlclzed univer- 
sity military organization. There have 
also been side Issues which have 
arisen in the controversy, and as a 
member u: the lato class of Arts lo, I 
may bo pardoned for commenting on 
one or two points which previous cor- 
respondents have made. I slmll refer 
10 my own personal stand regarding 
llic C. 0. T. C. ftirtlier on, but for the 
time bcinp let .me refer to a statement 
In .Mr. Wolff's letter on the I'Jth Inst,, 
when he "slams" the Arts course after 
this fashion: "Is an Arts training 
necessary to the welfare of the Em- 
pire? Will poetry and a superficial 
kuowledge of a vast amount of sub- 
jects, and a sound knowledge of none, 
bo of service now or In the future?" 
And again he puts It into the mouth 
of this unfortunate Individual to say: 
".I had no doflnito practical end in 
v'low." I for one think statements like 
these should not be allowed lo pass 
unanswered by Arts men. No sane or 
sensible person w!ll for a moment 
deny to our medical friend the eX' 
tremcly great importance of our mcd 
clnl profession, 

•Most of iin have had cause to be 
thankful at some time or another that 
we had some one near us who could 
locate a fractured bone, remove a 
troublesome appendix, or fight a con- 
tagious disease. But some of us think 
he could baye been a little more logi- 
cal, and ovon have stated facts. Well, 
isn't an Arts training necessary to the 
welfare of the country? For he from 
his next statament is not thinking 
merely of this crisis. Are our best 
lawyers, Judges and statesmen of bene- 
fit to the Empire, and have, most of 
them an Arts training? Are our High 
School teachers and University pro- 
fessors of any value whatever to their 
iinipirc? Arc the studeats of the dif- 
ferent theological colleges, most of 
whom take a courHc in Arts, of any 
service at all to the Empire? I may 
be wrong, but I am told that Mr. Wolff 
himself Is a graduate (mind you) in 
this meanest ot courses. I wonder 
why he took It, and I wonder why 
many medical men and science men — 
.most practical men, you see — very 
often tako oitbec a full Arts course, 
or a double courso to Includo Arts, 
Again, "the Arts man has no definite 
practical end in view." Lot us see, A 
big section of Arts students are theo- 
logical students. T wonder how Uicy 
relish the compliment. Another Im 
portant section takes it preparatory to 
taking up law. They take it for pas- 
time. Still another hy no. means neg- 
ligible number end up in science or 
medicine, deciding at first to broaden 



' What is wrong with the students of the Affiliated 
Theological Colleges ? This is a question which has worried 
not a few persons wlio liave been taking a close interest in under- 
graduate affairs atMcGill and who have remarked the lack of sym- 
pathy which exists between the students of the Theological Col- 
leges, and those of the University proper. In place of the usual 
feeling of camaraderie and good-fellowship which should bind the 
students of a Uni\'ersity one to another, there is at McGill an un 
mistakcable feeling of aloofness, almost of contempt, towards the 
theological students. It is an unpleasant fact, but one none the 
less true, that the majority of students look down upon rather than 
up to the Theologs, and it is also a well-known fact that many men 
who have come to the University with the idea of entering one of 
the theological colleges affiliated with it, have given up that idea 
for the simple reason that they did not find either life at these 
colleges or the attitude of students of other faculties towards the 
Theologs, congenial to them. Such being the case, there must cer- 
tainly be something the matter with our friends, the young church- 
men. 

Times have changed, so far as the attitude of the undergrad- 
uate body towards the Theologs is concerned. It is not so many 
years since students of the Faculties of Arts. Law, Applied Science 
and Medicine looked up to instead of down upon those enrolled in 
the Theological Colleges. There was a spirit of respect and ad- 
miration shown towards the men then attending these colleges, 
instead of one of tolerant scorn with which many regard tiiem at 
the present time. The reason for this was clear: the Theologs 
of that period did not content themselves to association with the 
organizations and hfe of their own small circle, as is the case with 
the majority nowadays. They broke away from this idea and 
îningled with the "common herd," taking part in various organi- 
zations and undertakings, in which men from all Faculties werei,°"V?^'',' before getting down to 
concerned, and where each might le?\rn to know something of the " " ° ' ' " ' 
other. Thus, there were found in many of the posts of leadership 
in the University men of broad sympathies from the Theological 
Colleges, men who were looked up to by their comrades from the 
other Faculties. 

Narrowness must be the first accusation which we make 
against the Theologs, nan-owness shown by the fact that, with 
few exceptions, they live apart from the other students, and do 
not associate with them in their undertakings; narrowness shown 
by the fact that they create a division between religious and 
secular life, and that they feel called uj^on to make a line of de- 
marcation between future ministers of the Gospel and future law- 
yers, engineers and doctors. The lack of community spirit existing 

among the Theological students is also clearly shown by the feeling I "S^ljt^t oTno IJZTuX !ur 
which they entertain towards undergraduate affairs of the Uni- '•'""""■>■ P'cseni crisis, 

versity propeis in which they feel they have no responsibility and iJia^.'^ilL^Tofn^f lus'tTol^ 
no interest. They are also guilty of slovenliness, both in their 
studies, their business relationships, and their appearance. This 
is proved by the poor standing in academic work which is usually 
the case with Theologs, their make-free appropriation of the privi- 
leges of others (witness the practice of taking copies of the Daily 
which are exposed for the convenience of those who are subscrib- 
ers). In short, the Theologs, with few exceptions, lack the quali- 
ties of leadership which are necessai-y in their position. 

Apologists for the Theological students may seek to explain 
the attitude of nonchalance with which the latter 'are regarded 
by men from other Faculties by stating that this is simply an ex- 
ample of the woridly man's attitude towards the man professing 
Christianity. This is certainly not the case. No undergraduate is 
more respected by other undergraduates than he who lives an up- 
right, Christian life, provided always that he shows a manly in- 
terest in student affairs and does not confine himself, as one un- 
dergraduate has recently said, "walking mournfully from lecture 
to lecture with a pile of books under his am, a black tic and an 
ancient slouch hat." 

Theologs have often lamented the lack of closer relationship 
between the students of the University and these of the Affiliated 
Colleges, and it would seem that they alone are to blame for this. 
Let it be "Affiliated" in more than name only. If the Theologs 
wish to occupy the same place in the estimation of their fellow- 
students as did their predecessors of several years ago, it is for 
them to jump out of their own little narrow circle and get in the 
game with the rest of us. They can do it at Toronto and at 
Queen's. Why not at McGill ?

going there. It is in Justice to those 
who are not yet In the C. O. T. C, but 
whose sympathies arc with it, ond 
who have not yet made up their mind 
that they arc serving their country 
bolter I)y getting one of tho enemy 
bayonolted for a similar treatment to 
thrmKolvcs, than they arc by using 
their technical or professional tratn 
lug at what they have spent so many 
years to qualify for, and to attain 
which they have mado so great sacrl 
flees. Mind, I said, "not yet." For 
Ihc war situation is not as rosy as 
some of us would like It to bo for us. 
nor Just as near settlement on our 
own terms as most of us thought It 
would bo by now; and to obtain this 
we may yet have to rovlse our posi- 
tion, and decide that tho call to arms 
Is stronger than tho call to duty at 
home. So far, so good. But one can 
not read .Mr. Wolff's letter Impartially 
and not come to the conclusion that 
he wishes to show up the Arts stu 
dent-s in, to soy tlio least, a very un- 
favorable light.

We have no desire whatever to raise 
any controversy, or to engender Ill- 
feeling between students of different 
faculties. It is never sensible, least 
ot all now where, as never before, 
unity of purpose Is so essential if we 
are to win for the civilized world the 
only liberty worth enjoyiug. But it 
seems to me that some of Mr. Wolff's 
statements were very much uncalled 
for. The facta I gave speak foi- them- 
selves, and need no comment of mine. 
1 might odd, though, that it ill-be- 
hooves a medical student to cast any 
reflection on this faculty which has 
furnished its duo quota of men, not 
for service where shells seldom or 
never burst and shots arc not beard, 
but men for the trenches, where all of 
our Arts men have gone and many 
have nobly fallen.. None of ua are so 
devoid of common sense that ye do 
not admit that the place ot tho medi- 
cal student In this war, If anywnerc, 
Is in such a place aa tho hospital. We 
don't question that; but we do think 
bo should have placed the honor for 
greatest service where that honor is 
due, viz., to theiuan who takes his rifle 
and bayonet and goes straight to the 
trenches, as our Science and Arts and 
Law men have done. Tho Medical 
man is needed to heal and to mend the 
broken limbs and body; but, surely 
tho greater danger, greater sacriflce. 
Is with the man in the infantry or en- 
gineering corps. The medical man in 
the McGill Hospital is undoubtedly 
serving his country, but at not so 
groat a sacrifice as hia fellow-stu- 
dents in Arts, Science and Law. He 
is getting in addition to serving hia 
country the very beat training in. clin- 
ical and surgical work he could pos- 
sibly get at the same time, and it does 
not take a prophet to predict that 98 
per cent, of all medical jnen will come 
home after tho war. How many, 1 
wonder, from Arts, Science and Low? 
A study of casualty lists may help to 
furnish the answer. 

There has been u great deal of 
cross-fire also on ihe subject of 
"American Interference," ana mis 
day's issue contains another contribu- 
tion. Let me say that I have no ae- 
sire in this letter to antagonize Amer- 
ican students, but the actions of some 
American students at McGill this year 
have been criticized, and In some re- 
spects rightly so. If, of course, seme 
or a good many American students do 
not agree with their fellow-students 
on those matters, no criticism is dir- 
ected at them, Mr. Gokey to-day says 
he speaks "plainly and blunUy." Well, 
perhaps two can play at that game, 
and in this case a Canadian student 
may be pardoned if he can show why. 
We wish only to refer to one point, 
one which evidently drew our friend 
Into print, viz., his motion for a policy 
ot neutrality In The Daily staff. Ilela- 
tivc to this he says: "Every one pres- 
ent was iu favor of neutrality." He 
may be surprised to know that to-day 
a member of that staff who was pres- 
ent at this famous meeting stated that 
he was not in favor of such a policy, 
that he with some others did not vote 
at all. on the policy, (I have, not tne 
exact number Just-now who dissented, 
though did not protest.) He may say 
that this bears him out. Well, docs 
It? . Does it- not flatly contradict' the 
above statement, that everybody was 
in favor of neutrality? These gentle 
men, furthermore, would haye^rj^gis- 
tered a protest if sufficient tlne>and 
discussion had been given, so wo are 
told. Apart from this altogcthor, we 
feel bound to say that even if tne 
whole Dally staff (the Canadian sec 
tlon of It) were in favor ot neutrality 
on military matters affecting the C. 0. 
T. C, it was neither good taste nor 
good judgment for our American 
friend to move the resolution. An an 
American student, we should have ex- 
pected him to keep silent on a matter 
over which there was so much contro- 
versy and which Is so intimately 
bound up this year with the war. He 
cannot by any train of logic prove that 
his attitude was a neutral ono towards 
this war. If the Canadian members ot 
the staff desired to be neutral, then 
the undergraduate body could take it 
up and express their feelings as many 
have already done, by directing their 
shafts of criticism against such a pol- 
icy. We do not believe any fair-mind- 
ed student objects to an American stu- 
dent asking any questions on C. O. T. 
C. matters as far as It affects his 
studies, but to take an active part in 
suggesting neutrality for Tho Dally on 
military matters, even with all the 
staff so doing, is obviously going too 
far. We are not responsible for this 
war, but as a British university in 
this crisis AlcOIll has a duty to per- 
form, and full power and right to reg- 
ulate her courses of atudy aa to con- 
form to what she' deema to be' that 
duty. : Persons who attend McOiil this 
yéar do so knowing the conditions, 
and should accept them without a 
"kick." We do aot believe that any 
outside student has the shadow of a 
right to cither suggest or dictàte The 
Daily's policy during this war. 

This leads up to tho real discussion 
going on at present, namely : "What 
should bo The Daily's attitude to- 
wards the C. O.'T. C?" Perhaps a 
little analysis of the situation may 
clear the air. There are ttireo pos- 
sible attitudes. First, one of pure an- 
tagonism. This is possible, but un- 
thinkable. Second, one of enthusias- 
tic support. Third, one of neutrality. 
All countries at present who have no 
direct Interest In this war, and can 
manage to keep out of it, are trying to 
he neutral. Naturally, they arc few. 
W^e don't blame them It they have a 
clear conscience: but the injustice of 
this war as carried on by our enemies 
and its unheard-of brutality as they 
have practised it, are making most 
such consciences uneasy. Be that as 
it may. Arc we as students directly 
concerned In this war or not ? Arc 
our liberties at stake? Have we any 
claHsmates of last year now at the 
front, and so.me of them already sleep- 
ing in Flanders 7 If so, can we ho 
neutral and say nothing ? I have been 
lold that Tho Dally is sympalhetic, 
that it has published loads of military 
news, and so on. In ray opinion, The 
Daily'.-i o])lnlon,is Ihc opinion ex- 
pressed ill the editorial colunms, and 
my idea of sympathy Is that it does 
not stay locked up In a person's heart, 
but finds expression in help of some

form— words or actions. Has The 
Daily so shown sympathy ? 

Before committing myself on what I 
conceive to bo the proper attitude for 
The Dally, let me analyze tho funo- 
tioiia of the C. 0. T. C, if T mya. Is it 
not true that its organization was, iis i 
stated in a letter in the issue of tne 
17th last., "to give McGill sudenls an 
opportunity of qualifying as offlccrs iu 
tho territorial forces of tho Empire"? 
llavo its functions changed? Wo 
think, now as then, the military train- 
ing docs Qot carry with it the obliga- 
tion to go overseas. But w-i (lo think 
that the officers who are now training 
this corps could n)» possibly afford 
the time to troin men If they did not 
believe that a good percentage of men 
training ■would go overseas. We must 
then, I thing, concede that the CO. 
T.C. would not exist to-day If every- 
body who joined stated that he had no 
intention whatever of euUstlug for ac- 
tive service. I should be glad to ho 
corrected it I am wrong. There can, 
I think, be no reason for The Daily's 
not urging all who can, and particu- 
larly those who In the freshman class 
have to take some form of athletics, 
to Join tho C. O. T, C. from the stand- 
lioint of pure training. But presum- 
ably where Tho Daily halts and where 
some of the correspondents have like- 
wise objected. Is in urging men to 
join to go overseas, feeling that it is 
a personal matter. .Many have not 
Joined because tJicy cannot sec that 
they are making any direct contribu- 
tion to their cotmtry unless they Join 
and proceed overseas. And the writer 
is, rightly or wrongly, of the saino 
opinion. It is obvious then that tho 
primary object of the C. O. T. C. in 
this crisis is to train men for tho 
front, and for The Dally to urge men 
to Join for roero military training, but 
not for overseas, is not to carry its In- 
fluence beyond our own university 
athletics. 

Wo think, however, that The Dally 
should not frame its policy from the 
apparent opinion of the student body 
at the annual meeting, for the senti- 
ment was not against the C. O, T, C. 
training, but the method. That is to 
say, there was no lack of patriotism 
at tho meeting. Most men have their 
minds made up perhaps what they 
will do this year as regards active ser- 
vice, but so,me may not. In any case 
we conceive it to he Tho Daily's duty 
to look at the matter from the stand- 
point of our vital interest in the war; 
and that as representing the student 
body it should remember the McGill 
boys who are already at the front, wao 
have sacrificed not merely courses or a 
year, but limbs and in many cases 
lives for liberties which wo here and 
now enjoy, and ask If It can bo far 
astray in urging all who can to Join, 
and join for overseas. There aro some 
of us who havo not yet been ablo to 
decide that we«can better servo our 
king and country by sweeping away at 
one stroke years of study and training 
to tako chances on destroying one or 
two of our country's enemies. Others, 
however, have inade sacrifices Just as 
great; and It may come to this yet, 
that wo shall find, as before stated, tno 
call to arms stronger than the call to 
duty at home. If so, we shall not stop 
with preliminary training in the Co. 
T.C, and "wild charges on the Park 
Slide," necessary as this training is 
for the trenches, but with fixed bay- 
onet on the blood-soaked fields of 
Flanders or on tho no less crimsoned 
hills of the Peninsula of Oallipoli. 

Hoping that I have not unduly tres- 
passed on space, and that the views 
presented may help to cover co-opera- 
tion between The Dally and the C. 0. 
T. C.
